REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon a review of the rationale set forth in the Appeal Brief, the Examiner came to 
the conclusion that the rejections were untenable for the reasons set forth therein. In 
particular, on page 9, lines 16 to 18 of the amendment filed January 30, 2003 and on 
page 4, lines 9 to 1 1 of the Appeal Brief filed April 28, 2003, Appellant argued that the 
material of Ron (US 5,597,897) does not constitute a gel as defined by Hawley's 
Condensed Chemical Dictionary. Appellant defined a gel as "a colloid in which a 
disperse phase has combined with the continuous phase to produce a jelly-like 
product." The Examiner asserts that Appellant has estopped himself from any other 
definition by this argument. Therefore, since Ron does not clearly disclose that the 
mixture disclosed has all the properties of a gel as set forth in Appellant's definition 
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thereof, the Examiner posits that Ron fails to anticipate or render obvious the present
